Complaints have been made to 
the Council by the Medical 
authorities of the Town, that 
dogs have been causing great 
damage to the emotional systems 
of small children, especially those 
of pre-school age, who do not 
understand that dogs simply 
want to play with them.

It 
realizes that the restraining of 
dogs in a town such as this is 
most difficult, but it has the 
power, if it so desires, to pass a 
by-law compelling the restraining 
of dogs. The council intends to 
do so if eltizens who own or 
harbor dogs do not take proper 
measures to prevent them run- 
ning at large so that they hecome 
a menace tochildren. It is con- 
sidered that the chief trouble is, 
at present, that a great many 
dogs are allowed to accompany 
children of the family, who own 
the dog, to the school yard, where 
the dogs congregate and when 
the children enter the school, the 
dogs are at liberty to prowl
